Dear Ms Lewis, 


Could you please explain how the concerns of persons disabled by environmental 
sensitivities are being included in the following Strategic Priorities declared by your 
Minister: 


1) Community Health (Thomson recommended education by public health units) 

2) Hospital Reform (Most hospitals don't give reasonable accommodation to persons 
disabled by sensitivities) 

3) Mental Health reform (Several studies recommend screening high risk psych patients 
for sensitivities. ) 

4) Drug Programs (persons with sensitivities need labelling of non-active components of 
pharmeceuticals. ) 

5) Laboratories Review (persons with sensitivities often need special accommodation 
during medical tests.) 

6) Long Term Care (Persons with sensitivities are sometimes seriously disabled and 
need long term care) 

7) Tobacco strategy (Thomson recommended banning cigarette smoke in public places 
so that they might be accessible to persons disabled by sensitivities. ) 

8) Substance Abuse (Research.and consumer experience have linked substance abuse 
with substance sensitivity. How are you using this?) 

9) Aboriginal Health (Diet changes over few generations often produce food 
sensitivities. Aboriginals and immigrants are at high risk.) 

10) Women's Health (Studies show that the majority of persons diagnosed as having 
sensitivities are women. ) 

11) Rehabilitation (There are no rehab facilities for persons with sensitivities in — 
Ontario.) 

12) Children's Health (Education Ministers recommend taking sensitivities into account 
for learning and behaviour disablities. Health officials ignore this contributing factor.) 
13) Human resources (Thomson recommended retraining for doctors.) 


Of course, I remain concerned that your Ministry allows the continued physical and 
emotional abuse of persons with this disability in Ministry facilities.
